As I] flatter 
myfelf | know fomething of mecha- 
nics, | examined the machine criti- 
eally, and fhall give you a defcrip- 
tion of it, whichis as follows, viz. 
The wheels are nine feet diameter ; 
the coach is five feet wide; the 
length is five feet fix inches ; the 
height four feet eight inches; the 
lower part of the body of the coach 
is two feet five inchés from the 
ground ; and the axle-tree under it. 
The weight of the burden hang- 
ing two feet one inch below the cen- 
tre of the wheels, prevents its over- 
turning, and alfo prevents the fhafts 


from preffing upon the horfé: as 
ufual ; but, on the contrary, fhould 
he happen to ft 


femi-diameter of the wheei being 
four feet fix inches, and the height 
of the horfe’s draft being four feet, 
three or four inches; cautes the line 
or draught to be parallel with the 
horizon in going up an inclined 
plane, by which means he has the 
utmoit lever of the wheel. 

What particulary engaged my at- 
tention is, that this carriage has 
four feet five inches lever, after the 
axis 1s deducted ; and thofe upon 


the common conftruétion have only 


nineteen inches clear of the axis, 
The wheels of this carriage are three 
times the diameter of the forewheels 
of a common coach, and confequent- 
ly the common wheels have. three 
revolutions to one revolution of 
thefe, and the friction is in the fame 
proportion; and they have alfo a 
treble advantage in point of rolling,

ble, it in a great 
meafure prevents his falling. The. 
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for it is evident that where a wheel of 
three feet diameter falls into a chan- 
mel orrut, this weel, as flanding up- 
on three times the bafe,; cannot be in- 
commoded by fuch accidents any 
more than in the propertion of one to 
three. 

Atter I had made the above obfer- 
vations, Mr. Moore, very politely, 
afked me to take a fide in this new- 
conftructed carriage, which invitation 
I gladly accepted of, and in company 
with five other perfons, rode init to 
a confiderable diftance. I was con- 
vinced (if mathematical proof can 
give conviction) even before I enter- 
ed the coach, that upon the above 
principle, one horfe would draw more 
than four horfes upon the common 
plan; and I had the {atisfaétion to ob- 
ferve my theorycontirmed by practice, 
for no carriage could keep pace with 
us upon the road; and notwith{tand- 
ing the utmoft efforts of a coach and 
four, which vainly attempted to over- 
take us, they were glad to give cut 
defore they had followed us halt a mile. 

[In a common coach, no obfervati- 
ons can be made of any thing upon 
the road but from the fides; and the 
object, if the carriage proceeds with 
1@ idity, appears to be in motion, and 
you prefently lofe fight of it; but, 
in Mr. Moore’s coach, there are win- 
dows behind and before, which are 
much betrer fvited to make obfervati- 
ons on the country, than if they were 
On each fide. 

One remarkable perfection in this 
coach is, that if one wheel fhould go 
ito a hole or deep rut, the weight 
will not fall on that fide of the car- 
tiag@ but on the other fixie; the 
weight being under the axis produc- 
ing that effect. 

lf a horfe fhould take fright and 
run away, it cannot be attended with 
any acckient in this carriage, as any 
vecfon may get cut of the door be- 
tund, without any dithiculty or danger. 
, This coach cannot overturn, and 
3 at dheuld happen to break down, ne

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harm can happen to the paffengers, 
the horfe wk PY then \ tm : 
drag it, with people init, and they 
may readily Open the door and ge 
out. 

It is fufpended from the centre, anj 
is therefore much eafier than ANY 0 
ther carriage ; whereas a Carriage with 
four wheels is continually jolting from 
each corner, which caufes a com. 
pound motion, and is more fudden and 
violent with fmall wheels than with 
large ones 3 the ation and re-attion 
rendering them uneafy to paflengers, 
e{pecially when they travel faft. 

The wheels of Mr. Moore’s car- 
riage being large, occafion very little 
noite to interrupt the converfation of 
the paffengers. It will turn quicker, 
fafer, and ina fmaller fpace than any 
other carriage: it will be confidera- 
bly cheaper than any other coach; 
and, to crown the whole, no excepti- 
ons can be taken by the ladies about 
places, as it is impoflible for any of 
them to fit backwards. 

In fhort, Mr. Printer, { am highly 
pleafed with Mr. Moore’s perfor- 
mance, and doubt not but it will be 
generally approved, efpecially when 
he has made fome improvements which 
he mentioned to me. I have fent you 
a drawing to accompany this detcrip- 
tion, and expect you will give them 
both a place in your Magazine: 
which, I will venture to affirm, will 
be perfectly agreeable to all your 
rCaderse

mon two-wheeled chaile,

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Account of the Trial of Capt. Garltin hy a Court Martial, from Minutes taken 
by a Gentleman prejent. 


APTAIN Chichefter Fortefcue 

Garftin, of the 17th regiment 
of light dragoons, was brought under 
re from Clougheen to Dublin, on 
Wednefday, July 31, 1771, and on 
the Monday following, being the 5th 
of Auguft, was brought to trial be- 
fore a General Court Marfhal held at 
Dublin-Caftle, the members of which 
were, 
The right hon. the Earl of Drogheda, 

prefident. 
Col. Townfend, Col. Calder, 
Maj. Broomhead, Major Walcot, 
Major Mercer, Capt. Pownall, 
Capt. Hoyes, Capt. Field, 
Capt. Shaw, Capt. Clements, 
Capt. Harnege, Capt Webb, 
Capt. Wade, Capt. Leckey, 
being fworn, major Sirr, judge advo- 
cate, read the feveral charges (confitt- 
ing of 19) againft him, the fubttance 
ot which were: For being abfent 
without leave feveral times—-For or- 
dering the clerk of his troop to make 
hAitious accounts, in cafe the major 
had called for them, in order to de- 
ceive faid major—For having figned a 
falfereturn to the fame purpofe—For 
having borrowed money as for the 
fubliftence of his troop—For having 
difobeyed the colonel’s orders con- 
cerning the payment of fome forage 
balances due to the regiment For 
having difobeyed the lieutenant colo- 
nel’s orders about arranging the fick 
at Clougheen barrack, to the total 
fubverfion of all military order and 
lubordination; to which were added 
fome fupplemental charges,—T hat he 
had detained in his hands arrears be- 
longing to his troop longer than the 
time ftipulated by a&t of parliament 
hat he had drawn two drafts on the 

ageat for the above-mentioned ba- 





lances before he had effets in his 
hands; and, lafily, had refufed to 
give his former clerk his bock of ac- 
counts. 

Thefe charges were figned, and 
the profecution carried on by major 
Samuel Birch, tho’ cvolonel Prefton, 
commander of the regiment, who had 
put capt. Garftin under arrett, was 
prefent during the tral, and as come 
mander, was to profecute ; this cir- 
cuinftance of the major’s appearing a 
volunteer on this bufinefs, was by 
forme perfons attributed to perfonal 
pique, and a defire of diftrefling the 
captain. 

‘The firft witnefs in behalf of the 
profecution was Job Gibbons, private 
Dragoon in capt. Garflin’s troop, and 
the perfon who had aéted as his clerk, 
who being {worn, depofed, That the 
captain had ordered him to make up a 
fictitious ftate of his accounts, in or- 
der to deceive the major in cafe he 
had called for any ftate of them.—— 
That the capt. had ordered him to 
charge more for the men’s leather 
breeches than he really paid for them 
—That the captain had figned a certi- 
heate at Bandon importing, that the 
men of his troop had been accounted 
with the 10th of May laft, and re- 
ceived their balances, thongh there 
remained at the fame time in the cap- 
tain’s hands about 20s ; to corroborate 
faid teftimony, he produced two re- 
ceipts from the men to whom this ba- 
lance was due, which were dated ten 
days after the captain had figned faid 
certiicate ; and had heard taid men, 
namely ferjeant Jackfon and corporal 
Byrn, often declare they would 
complain to the colonel that the capt, 
did not regularly account with them 
— That the captain had given him a 
credit 
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credit which he made ufe of to borrow 
money. 

Being crofsexamined, he faid there 
was nothing charged in the caprain’s 
account but whar had aétually been 
received in the ftores for the ufe of 
the troop, and that the men were 
never charged more for their leather 
breeches than what the capt. actually 
paid——That the men in general bought 
the fkins, and had them made them- 
felyes—That the money he had bor- 
rowed was tor the ufe of the troop ; 
and that he himfelt had paid it to the 
pen. 

Serjeant Jackfon and corporal Byrn 
being fworn, feverally depofed, ‘That 
they never did complain, or threaten 
to complain of the captain——~ That 
they never were more punctually paid 
and accounted with than by the capt. 
but at the laft fertiing of the troop at 
Bandon, they did not receive the ba- 
lance at the time they figned the book, 
as they chofe faid balance fhould re- 
main in the captain’s hands for their 
ufe on the approaching march. 

Quarter-matter Sinclair, who acted 
as adjutant, depofed, That he had at 
different times wrote to the captain 
re{pecting his fettling fome regimental 
accompts and payment of a balance 
due to the regiiuent—That the cap- 
tain had given him two diratis on the 
agent for his arrears, which arrears 
not being in the ageni’s hands, faid 
drafts were returned-—— [hat the cap- 
tain had not an{wered his !att letcer. 

Captain licutenant Moxom, being 
called upon, depoted, Lhat Hugh 
Gallagher, of captain Crew's troop, 
which he then commanded, being in 
a high fever at Clougheen barrack, 
captain Garitin, who was the com- 
manding officer there, ordered him 
into the infirmary to a room ona 
ground floor ; on hearing which, he 
came and remonitrated to Captain 
Garitin, that it was an improper place 
to puta fick man into, and, at the 
fame time told him, ‘¢ was colonel 
Blaquiere’s oidess, that ao fick man

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Sepr, 
fhould be put into the lower room, 
until the upper ones were all full. 

That the captain atked hii, if he 
had a written order for that Purpofe ? 
and on his anfwering, he had nor. 
the captain faid, he would obey ia 
verbal order re!pecting the fick, 

That he wrote a compiaint imme. 
diately to colonel Pretton, avaini 
captain Garitin, for refuling to obey 
faid verbal order. 

Captain Garflin, with much judg. 
ment and clearneis, entered upon his 
defence ; revious to which, he read 
the following narrative : 

My Lord, and Gentlemen of the 
Court Martial. 

As I have been fo unfortunate ¢5 
be brought before a genera! court mar- 
tial, toanfwer for my conduct, it is 4 
great confolation to me, that my agi- 
ons have been explored beiore a {e 
of gentlemen of diftinguithed rank and 
high reputation in the army ; gentle. 
men of extenfive knowledge and ex. 
perience, of candour and ditcerninent; 
and I truft, from what has appeared 
in the courfe of the profecution, when 
you fhall have the ftate of my defence 
laid before you, that you will not he- 
frate to believe me guiltlets of the fe- 
veral charges alledged againft me in 
the manner they are pointed, 

It would feem from the nature 
of the protecution carted on againg 


me, (which I cannot help taying, has | 


Lad the face of malignity) that it was 
the eitcet al pique or selentment.. | 
own IT am ftrong!y tupreffed with that 
notion: but that { fhoula not prefume, 
before this court, to make this affer- 
ion without caufe, | beg leave to lay 
before them my reatons for the fug- 
geftion; which I will endeavour ta 
do in as few words as I amcapable of, 
and the nature of the thing requires, 

Some time in the month of Febra- 
ary latt, having then been command 
ing officer at Tallagh, I heard a mur 
muting amongtt the private men, that 
they never had any account of theif 
half-mounting money. tas 
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That having feen colonel Blacquiere 
‘sa fhort time after, I mentioned to 
him, that I heard this murmuring a- 
mongft the men; to which he an{wered, 
shat the favings upon the half-mount- 
ng had gone to the colonel who then 
-ommanded the regiment. In fome ve- 
ry fhort time after, a card appeared in 
the Freeman’s Journal, fetting forth, 
that a certain regiment of light dra- 
goons, not far from Bandon, had ne- 
ver received their half-mounting, and 
defiring to be informed what it a- 
mounted to. 

From the circumftance of my hav- 
ing fpoken to lieutenant colonel Blac- 
quiere on this fubject, I was fulpect- 
ed by him, to have been the author 
of the card ; and not long after it ap- 
peared, major Birch, with other offi- 
cers of the regiment, came from Ban- 
don to Tallagh, where I then was, and 
brought over with them a paper fign- 
edbythem, with the major’s name at 
the top, importing that, ** Whereas 
“ T was fufpected of having been the 
“ author of the card, they had enter- 
“ed into a refolution, and accord- 
“ingly had figned fuch paper, that 
‘they would not rank, or have any 
‘ fort of conne&tion with me, unlefs 
‘] fhould acquit myfelf of the fuf- 
“picion of having been the author 
® of the card.” 

I declared upon my honour, i was 


Brot the author of it, nor was I privy 


to it, and accordingly the matter for 
the prefent fubfided. 

On the next day I wrote to colonel 
Blacquiere, and defired a Court Mar- 
ual, by which I might acquit myfelf 
of the imputation of being the author 
of the card, which he diffuaded me 
fom ; but [ found, from the alterati- 
‘1 in colonel Blacquiere’s behaviour 
cowards me, that notwithftanding 
'y difavowal of being the author of 
he card, which, he taid, the officers 
mere obliged to accept; yet he mittrutt- 
that T either had been the author 
the card, or had been privy to it; 
N¢ from that time took many oppor- 
nities of Oppofing his authority, as 
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commanding officer, to my will and 
inclination, even in things of a flight 
nature, infomuch, that I difcovered 
I had, ina great meafure, loft the con- 
fidence and countenance of my bro- 
ther officers, who feemed to me to be 
cautious of holding any intercourfe 
with me, left they might incur the dif- 
pleafure of the commanding ofhcer. 
At length I difcovered, that colonel 
Blacquiere was inclined | thould go out 
of the regiment: I have taken every 
opportunity of declaring my unwilling- 
nets to do fo.—Wheretore, I do fup- 
pofe it was, that a icheme was fet on 
foot, to accumulate a fet of charges 
againft me, and every poilible method 
taken to collect evidence to fupporet 
them, in cafe I fhould refute to leave 
the regiment, having been told that I 
fhould be tried by a general Court 
Martial, if | did not confent to quit 
the regiment at the regulated price. 
On the 21it of June laft I was put 
in arreft, and from that day to the 
28th of July, which was the day [ 
fet out for this town, I was clofely 
confined to my room, without being 
allowed the privilege (though I re- 
queited it) of walking in a garden ad- 
joining the houfe, or even going down 
itairs. | 
On the evening of the day of my 
heing put in arreft, the original fet 
of charges, confitting of 14 articles, 
was delivered me by colonel Blacquicre, 
who came to my room with a letter 
directed to the commander in chief, 
inclofing the lift of charges in the one 
hand, and two letters, written by him- 
felf, in the other, one direéted to 
himfelf, and the other direéted to co- 
lonel Prefton, which he cefired I 
may tranfcribe and fign my name to. 
I read both letters, importing my re- 
quett to the colonel and lieutenant 
colonel, to be permitted to go out ot 
the regiment at the regulated price, 
and acknowledging mytelf under great 
obligations to each of them, for thetr 
great lenity and rendernefs towards 
me—J retuted to fign the letrers-——- 
Colone! 
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Colonel Blacquiere faid,he would give 
me one hour to confider of it, but 
that if I did notin that time tranfcribe 
and fign the letters, he would then 
fend off the letter to the coinmander in 
chief, with the lit of crimes, which, 
he taid, would inevitably break me, 
and ftronziv recommended it to me to 
tranicribe and fign the letters. 1 per- 
fifted in my retufal; wherefore it ts, 
gentlemen, that I have been detained 
for forty-feven days in clofe confine- 
ment, and now brought before this 
honourable court to anfwer for my 
conduct, upon charges, that, upon 
the face of them, appear to be vague 
and inconfittent, as they are malicious 
and exaggerated. 

It would take up too much of your 
time to enuinerate all the feverities that 
have been pra¢tifed againft me. I fhall 
beg leave to mention a few. When [ar- 
rived at Cloninell on my way hither, 
major Birch delivered me another Iiit 
of charges, confilting of a copy of 
the original charges, with fome altera- 
tion, and two fupplemental charges, 
confifting of a variety of articles. I 
own | thought it an improper time, 
to deliver me {upplemental charges, or 
in any fort to alter the original ones, 
becaufe I had not time to fhape a de- 
fence thereto, or to feek for evidence 
to exculpate myfelf. It appeared to 
me, that this manceeuvre was Calculated 
to embarrais me. 

Upon my fetting out from Cloug- 
heen, the adjutant of the regiment 
was ordered to attend me, I do iuppole 
rather as a matter of military form 
than of necelflity. He exerciled his 
duty moft ftrittly indeed ; when he 
refufed to permit me cto ftand at the 
door of any of the inns onthe road, if 
I chole to do fo, for the benefit of the 
air. 

On the evening before I reached 
this town, being the 30th of July, I 
had got within nine miles of it, by fe- 
ven o’clock, and purpofed coming in 
that night, which the adjutant ob- 
jected to, and obliged me to {tay on 
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the road, at a very indifferent hoyf, 
there being one only, becaufe he fij4 
his orders were to take me into town 
on the laft day of the month. Thj, 
was attended with an additional ey. 
pence to me, tf no other inconye.

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Ox the Uke of Wine in Malignant Fevers, éy Dr. John Acoluthus.——From 
The Ephemerides of the Curious. 


AILY experience informs us, 

that wine may be either very 
ofeful, or very hurtful to health. It 
reftores in fome meafure life to ex- 
haulted bodies, and re-eitablifhes the 
whole animal ceconomy, when ufed 
with moderation. On the contrary, 
‘ts abufe difturbs and deftroys at 
length all the functions of the body. 
few are ignorant of its different ef- 
fets; and my defign is not here to 
make the eulogium of this liquor, or 
enlarge on the inconveniencies that 
refult from its immoderate ufe: All 
| pretend is to relate, in a few words, 
forme obfervations, which my Medi- 
eal practice furnifhed me with in the 
tourfe of the month of July in the 
lat year, concerning the falutary ef- 
fets of wine in malignant fevers. 
There were, during the months of 
February, March, and April, a great 
noinber of thefe kinds of fevers, and 
éfpecially purple and petechial fe- 
vers; though I very well know, that, 
among the exanthematous fevers then 
tife, there were many that had no 
character of malignity, which, how- 
ever, ignorant Phyficians treated as 
malignant. This epidemical difeafe 
appeared to have ceafed in the months 
of May and June, but returned in 
In faé, a 
man of about 30 years old, being 
then gone to fee a friend, who lay ill 
ofa great fever, remained with him 
pretty long, fitting on his bed-fide. 


When he came home, not findin 


| himfelf in his ufual ftate of health, 


he took fome fort of cordial water, 
and went to bed, hoping that fleep 
would diffipate this flight indifpofiti- 
on. in the night he fele himfelf ve- 
ty uneafy. Next morning he rofe 
with a fenfe of lafitade in all his 
limbs, Finding he was not in a 
Condition to apply himfelf to his 
bival bufinefs, he endeavoured to 
tax a walk out of town ; but, hard-

ly able togoa ftep, through extreme 
weaknefs, he was obliged to confine 
himfelf to his houfe, hae he {pent 
a fortnight, fometimes in the heat, 
and fometimes in the chill of a fe- 
ver, without any Phyfician feeing 
him all this time. ‘The diforder 
continued, the patient, feeling a 
great heat in his bowels, a great pain 
in the head, with a bitternefs in his 
mouth, and frequent naufeas joined 
to his weaknefs, defired me to be 
fent for. | firft made him takea gentle 
emetic, and afterwards fome drops 
of bezoardic ammoniacal effence to 
excite {weat. I twice again repeated 
the latter remedy, , The third day, 
he found himfelf better. The fore- 
roing night he was more quiet, had 
fefs heat, and his urine, extremely 
high in colour, began to fhew fome 
figns of coction. But I was much fur- 
pent. the next morning, to hear 
rom thofe that attended him, that he. 
had a very bad night of it. 1 found 
him in faét delirious, and almoft 
without any pulfe. His whole body 
was diffeminated with black {pots ;, 
his extremities were cold; and he 
had continual convulfions. in’ his 
hands and feet. Thefe fymptoms 
indicating every thing that was bad, 
to remedy the coagulation of the 
blood, which I perceived was com- 
ing on, and to facilitate the erupt- 
on of the morbific matter that was 
bearing out on the fkin, I ordered 
for him fome {fpirit of hartfhorn. Af- 
ter taking this remedy, the extremi- 
ties felt warmer, and the pulfe was 
a little higher, though fll very 
weak; but all the other accidents 
{ubfifted, efpecially the delirium, 
which was fo violent, that the pati- 
ent attempted to throw himfelf out 
of thewindow. The heat was not fo 
reat as it ought to have been, cone 
Sderiie the violence of the difeafe ; 
and I judged, in thefe circumitan- 
F f f COS, 
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ces, that it was proper to excite and 
increafe it, that the blood, being 
more atienuated by its inteftine mo- 
tion, might the more eafily rid itfelf 
of the impurities it contained, and 
which occafioned all the diforders of 
the headand nerves. Hoping there- 
fore that the ufe of oily volatile falts 
would animate what remained of 
balfamic parts in the mafs of the 
blood, I ordered him an eleétuary, 
confilling of the diafcordium of Fra- 
caftor, Haphdvetic antimony, and 
the conferve of the frefh pulp of ci- 
tron, with the juice of that fruit. 
This he was made to take feveral 
times in the day, in fmall dofes oc- 
cafionally increafed, and even tri- 
pled in the morning and evening. 
But, this remedy not being able to 
conquer the violence and obitinacy 
of the ailment, I called to mind the 
advice which Langius (Mifcellan. 
Curiof. Medic.) gives Phyficians, 
when,in malignant fevers,the patients 
are not altered. ‘ Experience teaches 
us, fays this author, that it is fome- 
times neceflary in fevers toexcitethirft 
and revive natural heat, by permit- 
ting the fick the ufe of wine; and 
that itis dangerous, in many cafes, 
to conform to the common practice 
of fome Phyficians, who forbid their

father of that famous Edward, 


Poitiers, and took their King John 
prifoner: Edward, I fay, father of 
who under the name of the Prince of that Edward, whom he had by his 
Wales conquered the French near firft marriage with the daughter of 


the 
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the Earl of Hainault, had a long 
war co fupport, not only againft the 
French, but alfo againit the Scots, 
his neighbours, who, obferving his 
embarraffment, {trove to make them- 
felves mafters of a part of his ftates ; 
which obliged the King to fend Ge- 
seral William Montague, with a 
confiderable force, to fecure his fron- 
tiers. 

Montague repelled the enemy, and 
by a thoufand illuftrious actions me- 
rited the title of Earl of Salifbury, 
which his Majefty conferred upon 
him, accompanying that reward with 
his confent to marry the daughter of, 
his Firft Minifter, who was one of 
the greateft beauties of his Court. 
Some few days after his marriage, 
the King fent him into Flanders with 
the Earl of Suffolk. This voyage 
wes unprofperous. The two Earls 
were taken and brought into France, 
and the Scots, imagining Salifbury- 
caflle was defencelefs, fuddenly laid 


spfiege to it, and fet an army on foot, 
with which they pretended to pene- 


trate into the heart of England ; 
but their defign was made abortive ; 
for the Earl at parting had feft things 
infuch good order, having provided 
againft every contingency, that the 
garrifon repulfed the aflailants with 
confiderable lofs. 

The King, apprifed of this irrup- 
tion, fetout with an army to fuccour 
the place. On hismarch, news was 
brought him of the fiege being raif- 
ed; but, being pretty near, he 
would not return without feeing the 
Countefs of Salifbury, and paying 
her a few compliments on the alarm 
the Scots had given her. ‘This po- 
litenefs coft him dear. 

The Countefs, having notice of 
the intended honour, went out to 
meet the King, accompanied by her 
Ladies, and efcorted by the valiant 
men who had fo well defended her.

aa had raifed in his heart; for, 
efides the difficulties he forefaw in

that injury, content himfelf with his 
victory, and be glad that it had not 
coft him much blood. 

‘Ah! Madam, faid the King, 
rifing from the table, and taking the 
Countefs by the arm to a window ; 
IE cannot longer hold out; my virtue 
is reduced to its laft ebb; it has ful- 
ly, refitted the evil J endure, and 
which you only can remedy.’ § Ah! 
Sir, ¢ried fhe, believing that the 
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King indeed felt fome great pain, 
tell me your ailment, and, if jr was 
my blood that could relieve yoy, | 
would fhed the laft drop of it for the 
prefervation of my Sovereign, m 
benefactor, and my deliverer.’ 

* Here your blood will be of no 
fervice, anfwered the King precipi. 
tately ; it 1s too dear to me to detire 
it to be thed, or your per‘on expofed 
to the leait.danger; all | require js 
your pity, and, if it be true that yoy 
wifh my prefervation, a little tep. 
dernefs on your fide, mutt repair the 
harm your eyes have done me. kf. 
ven generofity engages you fo to do, 
{ am come here to defend you araing 
an audacious attack, and, in return 
for my good-will and fervices, find 
myfelf defeated, and conqucred by 
the force of your charms.’ 

He would have continued fil] 
longerin the fame tone, and the affo. 
nithed Countefs would not have 
thought of interrupting him, had he 
not interrupted himfelf, to tell her, 
with a paflionate air: * Well, Ma. 
dam, you make no anfwer ; {peak, 
if you pleafe, for it is from your 
beautiful mouth that I wait the {en- 
tence of my life or death.’ 

‘ | confefs, Sir, anfwered then 
the Countefs, that what your Majel- 
ty has faid has filled me with {ur. 
prife, and that, not knowing how 
to notice it, [ could not otherwile. 
behave than by filence, which | fill 
would have kept, had not your Ma- 
jelly ordered me to break it. No, 
Sir, I can hardly recover out of my 
furprife. Can you on the fame day 
mingle fo great an affront with lo 
much goodnefs, and make me put- 
chafe, at the expence of my honour, 
that which IJ receive in the vilit your 
Majetty is pleafed to make me? Have 
you forgot, Sir, how much all my fami- 
ly has been devoted to you, and does 
your great heart permit you to think 
of feducing the wife of a man, now 
in chains among yaur enemies? Ab’ 
rather fuffer me to weep for the lols 3

his liberty ; fuffer me to bewail his 
sbfence, without imbittering my 
grief, by propofals I fhould not lil- 


ten to with the fame moderation, if 


any other than my Sovereign had 
dared to make them. Yet, Sir, 
quite the Sovereign as you are, your 

wer is limited, and, as you re- 
yire a pofitive anfwer, I mutt tell 
you, without departing from the pro- 
found refpect | owe you, that you 
may deprive me of life and all its 
leafures ; but that you cannot make 
me forfeit that innocence, without 
which life and fortune would be de- 
telable to me, and which alone can 
comfort me amidit all the difafters 
your anger might heap upon me.

dicates a doubt of my virtue.’ 

Here the Countefs let drop fome 
tears, and the King, deeply affected 


‘by her forrows, inchanted by her 


charms, and ftill more by her virtue, 
pailed, without making any reply, 
into the apartment which had been 
prepared for him, that he might 
there hide the diforder the modett 
and {pirited remonitrance of the 
Countefs had juit thrown him into. 


| Headmired the folidity of her aa- 
| fwers, her firmnefs ; and could not 


help finding, that reafon was on her 
lide, and that his own had gone much 
out of its bias. 

He did all he could to recover it 
from its wanderings, and fpent the 
ret of the day and the following 
night in the greateft agitations of 
mind.

So difcreet and regular a condu& 
could not be relifhed by the King, 
who, tired out by fo long a refiftance, 
perceived that his virtue was ready 
to abandon him; fo that, following 
the advice of a more interefted than 
fcrupulous confident, he refolved to 
devote himfelf blindly to his paffjon, 
However, before proceeding to the 
Jaft extremities, he was defirous to 
have recourfe again to intreaties, 
and to affume the character of a fup- 
pliant in a letter he dire¢ted his con- 
fident to deliver to the Countefs. 
She read it without the leaft emoti- 
on. * You will be pleafed, Sir, to 
acquaint the King, faid fhe, that he 
may fpare himfelf the trouble of 
Writing to me again on this bufinefs, 
the anfwer I gave him at Salifbury- 
caftle being the only one he can have 
from me.’ This was all the confi- 
dent could obtain. 

The King, diffatisfied with this 
meffage, and not knowing what 
courfe to take, ordered him to go 
for the Countels’s father, who, rea- 
dy to execute his matter’s will, re- 
paired that inftant to him. He found 
the King on his bed, who, as foon 
as he had entered; defired him to 
fhut faft the door, and fit down near 
him at the bed-fide. Then looking 
at him with an air of dejedction : 
‘My Lord, faid he, knowing you to 
be of approved fidelity to me, | was 
glad to confer with you without wit- 
neffes on an affair where my life 1s 
concerned, my future peace depend- 
ing on it, and it being decifive of 
my good or bad fortune. I expect 


from you not only advice in regard 
to it, but alfo affittance, which none 
but you can give me; and, if you 
refufe me, | can have recourfe to no- 
thing but my dei/pair.’ 
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‘ Sir, cried Earl Varuccio, wh 
this defponding fituation of es | 
and why fhould your Majefty indulge 
it, if it be in my power to apply the 
remedy ? Can you doubt of my zeq} 
and affection?

Speak, Sir, and think I thall fing 
nothing difficult to procure you the 
tranquillity I fee you deprived of 
were I for that purpofe to make a {y. 
crifice to you of myfelf and all tha 
is deareft to me in the world. Yes, 
Sir, continued he, raifing his right 
hand towards heaven, I {wear by all 
that is moft facred, that I am ready 
to do all that your Majetty thall com. 
mand me, whatever rifque I may rup 
in doing it.’ 

‘ My Lord, faid the King, now 
does your promife bring me to full 
life; I never made the leaft doubr 
of your zeal. But I prefumed not 
intirely to depend on an afliftance, 
which in fome meafure I dared notto 
afk you for, and which yet you can 
grant me, without expofing your life, 
or that of your relations.’ He then 
told him, greatly embarraffed, and 
faultering in his fpeech, all that had 
happened between him and the Coun. 
tefs, his daughter. 

Whilft the King fpoke, Varuccio 
could not help betraying all the 
{ymptoms of equal horror and amaze- 
ment. * Sir, faid he abruptly, | 
took an oath, and as rath a oneas 
was formerly Jephthah’s vow.

Know then, daughter, that notwith- 
fanding thefe fentiments in which I 
dave brought you up, and which I 
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have with joy marked in your heart ; 
and though | fhould much rather fee 
you dead than capable of others; I 
find myfelf this day conttrained by 
the fatality of my ftar to make you 
a declaration of love on the part of 
the King, and to give you advice 
contrary to my inclination, by foli- 
citing you to make a return of ten- 
dernefs to that amorous Prince, who 
Offers you, with the mot fplendid 
fortune, the molt conitant love.

The Earl, forefeeing that the mat- 
ter would not terminate here, and 
apprehenfive that there would be no 
further occafion for his Miniftry, 
faid: *Sir, I have fulfilled what I 
engaged to do; and I hopethat your 
Mayjetty in its turn will perform the 
promife it made me of granting 
whatever | fhould afk. J] afk neither 
for wealth, nor poitscf honour; to 
one of my years nothing but calm 
repofe is wanting ; fo that all the fa- 
vour IT with for is leave to fpend the 
remainder of life on my eftate. The 
King confented to his reguifition, 
and he fet out the fame day with his 
four fons, leaving at | ondon his wife 
and daughter, with the reit of his 
tamaly., 
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The King had no difficulty to foe 
into the motive of his retreat, jude. 
ing he declined making himfelf 4 

arty in the affair, and that, fecure 
of his daughter’s virtue, he had left 
her to herfelf, not being able to leave 
her in better hands, that it might be 
feen fhe was miftrefs of her condys 
and actions, ard that none could jm. 
pute to him her way of behaviog; 
to his Majefty. 

"Twas then that this amorous 
Prince, lofing all hopes, kept no lop. 
ger any meéature, and from being jp. 
tirely occupied by his paffion, wa; 
obferved to negleé the care of af. 
fairs, and to forfake the pleafures he 
had been moit addicted to. So ey. 
traordinary a condu&t furprized the 
whole Court; and, as the King’s 
amour was now no fecret, the Cour. 
tiers made loud complaints of the 
Countefs’s rigours, and the difmal fj. 
tuation fhe had reduced herSovereign 
to. Some faid, that fhe deferved 
punifhment; and others, flattering 
the Monarch’s pafhon, pretended to 
prove to him by fubttantial argu.

ITHERTO you fee nothing of

HIS new volume ferves as a 

fupplement to the very 1m- 
portant work compofed by the late 
celebrated bébé Prevot; a pertor- 
mance in the higheft repute with the 
Literati of all countries. 

The hittory of Greenland and 
Kamichatka, an extraét from the 
voyage of the Abbé Chappe to Sibe- 
ria, a relation of the difcoveries 
made by the Ruffians in the Frozen 
sea, a defcription of Swedifh Lapo- 
nia, and a voyage to the Weftern 
North land, are the fubjects of this 
volume, which is executed in a maf- 
terly manner, and 1s equally in- 
ftructive and entertaining The ftile 
of the author’s reflections 1s that of 
a fenfible obfervator, who argues 
judicioufly upon the objects he has 
met with, 

Amongft a variety of curious paf- 
fares, we have feletted one for the 
entertainment of our readers. The 
author, in defcribing the — la- 
bours of the Danith miffionaries in 
Greenland, and the obitacles they 
had to furmount, gives the arguments 
that thefe uninformed people op- 
pofed to the preaching of the Gof- 
pel.

Our fouls are not fick nor in want. 
You mutt be more infenfible and cor. 
rupt than we are. In your country 
there may be vicious fouls; we fee 
enough of this by the Europeans who 
come amongit us; without doubt 
they may be in want of a fpiritual 
Phyfician and of a Saviour. Your pa- 
radife and celeftial joys do not affect 
us, and only appear irkfome accord- 
ding to ourideas) We want nothin 
but fifh and birds, without thefe ovr 
fouls cannot fubfift any more than 
our bodies, ‘There is no fea-calf in 
your paradife, therefore we abandon 
it to you, and to the worit and moft 
wicked of our Greenlanders ; butas 
for us, we fhall go to the palace of 
Torngafuck (after this life) where we 
fhall find an abundance of every 
thing we want.”’

The Military beyond the Ganges, dy 
Lo Looz, Chevalier of the royal and 
military order of St. Louis. Paris,

THIS treatife on military difci- 
pline is dedicated to the Dauphin, 
and compofed by an author, who 
very jullly thinks, that the beft me- 
thod of inftruéting mankind, is that 
in which principles and faéts illuf- 
trateeach other. ‘Ihe author, with 
this view, defcribes the operations 
of a war, the theatre of which he 
tranfports to Afia, that he may be 
tie more at liberty to paint, in the 
trongeft colours, the exceffes of am- 
bition, and the abufes of victory, 
without running the rifk of the ap- 
pheations, which hatred, jealouly, 
or private enmity, might make of 
relations and events to perfons aad 
Circum{tances at home. 
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The campaigns in Afa are fo 
fruitful of events, that the readers 
may find all the racic maxims re- 
duced to action, or put into delibe- 
ration. If the facts are imaginary, 
they are not improbable, and may 
be juitified by fimilar anecdotes re- 
lated by other hittorians. Lo Looz, 
in imitation of Xenophon, has deco- 
rated the tactic art, and the moral of 
his piece, with the graces of fiction. 
A fecond part of this work is pro- 
mifed, which will render it com- 
plete, as that will treat of fortifica- 
tions, whereas this 1s confined to the 
art of marthalling, and difciplining 
an army, and the arts and flratagems 
of war.

IT’ does not appear, that the an- 
cient philofophers gave themfelves 
any trouble to enquire into the prin- 
ciple of motion in brute beafts.

much prejudiced in favour of ma- 
thematics, and refembled the mu- 
jician, who, to do honour to his 
art, maintained, that the foul of 
man was only a kind of harmony. 
Defcartes was for explaining every 
thing by mathematics, and was the 
fr:t who prefumed to advance, that 
the brute creation are organized ma- 
chines, which cannot move them- 
felves, but as they are determined 
by the different bodies that furround 
them. ‘This opinion is maintained 
and ttrongly fupported, in chefe dif 
courfes, by a Cartefian Abbé; the 
other interlocutors, in thefe dia- 
logues, maintain contrary opinions, 
and itate all the objeétions that can 
be produced againit the fyftem of 
Automatons. ‘The reader will be en- 
nabled to form his own decifion on 
a thorough 
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a thorough knowledge of the fubje¢t, 
and will find great amufement in the 
diicuffion of it.

A T the beginning of the prefent 
century a long controverfy arofe be- 
tween two celebrated anatomitts, viz.

In every 
fpecies of animals, monttrous pro- 
ductions are obferved, having either 
fome parts wanting or defective ; 
or others, too many or too large. 
The two anatomifts both fubfcribed 
to the fyiiem of eggs ; but one main- 
tained, that menllers were occafion- 
ed only by fome accident happening 
to the eggs; the other infifted, that 
there were originally monitrous eggs, 
which contained montters as well 
formed as the perfect animals in 
other eggs. ‘The hypothefis of Le- 
mery, W hich attributed all exrraor- 
dinary formations folely to accidents, 
appeared to be the moft probable. 
M. Guindant adds new torce to this 
hypothefis, by curious obfervations, 
fupported by authentic facts, fome 
of which are very extraordinary and 
uncommonly curious, particularly 
the hiflories tranfinitted to the royal 
academies in France, of men and 
women, who have lived under 
water for the {pace of three days, 
whofe organs of refpiration mult 
confequently be of a different con- 
ftruction from the generality of man- 
kind. Onthe whole, this work is 
an ufeful introduction to the phyfi- 
cal hiflory of the human race, and 
deferves recommendation to the fa- 
culty.

To 
do the latter however, he contra&s 
the information neceflary on the for- 
mer, and confines the field of fad, 
to extend the province of philofophi- 
cal narrative or {peculation.

HE mulufarious appearances 

of the vanity of whole nati- 
ons are reducible to two {pecies, 
each admitting Of fubdivifions. ‘The 
advantages or excellences on which 
the pride of a nation builds itfelf, 
are either imaginary or real. 

Both thefe {pecies of vanity occur 
in the mott celebrated nations, every 
one having its prejudices, which 
conititute the particular vanity of 
the nation; but this national vani- 
ty has fometimes for its bafis, a juit 
and proper fenfe of its excellences, 
and accordingly fhews itfelf very 
differently from a pride founded one 
ly on prejudices.

The inhabitants of the Mariana 
iflands concecit their language to be 
the only language in the world, and 
that all the other nations of the 
earth are dumb, or have only inarti- 
culate founds. A petty people along 


the Mitliflippi, their hair being of 


an extraordinary length, look upon 
all nations with fhort hair, as flaves. 
The Turks, who are ridiculed for 
beftowing. high otiices on perfons 
whofe occupations promife no ade- 
quate qualities, as putiing a fuper- 
vifor of the cuftoms at the head of 
an army, very gravely fay, 4 Turk 
is fit for any thing ; and indeed, Sul- 
tan O/man is known to have made 
one of his gardeners vice-roy of Cy- 
prus, purely from having feen him 
fet cabbages in a manner which 
pleafed him; Appraxin being re- 
proached for his fuffering himf{elf to 
be furprized by Marthal Lethwald, 
anfwered very compofedly, T4e Ru/- 
Sans Jcorn to employ /pies. 

An inhabitant of the dutchy of 
Maine, proud of the temperate cli- 
mate of France, lately compofed, 
according to the tafte of the old 
{chools, 4 phyfical account of ch- 
MALES y demanfly ating the great rn- 
fiucnce of them on the intelleéls and ma- 
rails: in which he extols the inhabi- 
tants of the warm climates, and de- 
preciates thofe of the more northern. 
But the pre-eminence, in every thing 
good and efteemable, he attributes 
to the temperate climates, among 
which he places his native country, 
‘To this lait bleffed region belong 
upper Germany, part of Spain, the 
civilized Walachia and Moldavia, 
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the peaceable Morlachians, the hu- 
mane Coffacs, and other people e- 
qually celebrated for morality and 
iciences. 

Self-conceit is fo lofty, and with- 
al, its foundation fo icanty, as to be 
eafily overthrown. ‘The Myrmi- 
dons who made fuch a figure at the 
fiege of Troy, are, for my part, 
very welcome to the honour of bei ‘Ing 
the progeny of ants ; and I fhall by 
no means go about diflurbing the 
kings of Machtara. in their ‘atif- 
faction of being lineally defcended 
from an afs, accordingly treating 
thofe creatures as their brothers, rea- 
dily giving them fhelter in bad wea- 
ther, at the fame time denying it to 
the driver, unlefs of the fame illuf- 
trious extraction. I cannot but imile 
at the weaknefs of national pride in 
the French, itil! trumpeting forth 
the taking of Mahen, that is, the 
reduction of a {mall garrifon, difap- 
pointed of its expected fuccours 
when France fo feverely {marted in 
all the four parts of the world, dur- 
ing the courfe of the war, fubfequent 
to that fo much boatled conquett, 
and which was gladly given up to 
purchaic a peace. 

Who can forbear laughing at the 
before - mentioned French author’s 
ceniure of the northern people, as 
the authors of the mott abfurd form 
of government, namely, the Eng- 
lith founded on a rational freedom 
of the fubjett, as likewife for having 
introduced duelling-—Is affaflination 
then either more prudent or honour- 
able? I cannot be ferioufly angry 
even with the pride of that Tralian 
who terms the Germans blockheads 
and ignoramules, as not knowing 
how to prepare any other poifons 
than fuch, which medicines enable 
us to combat and expel, aMd which 
are productive of inflammations in 
the intettines, and other fymptoms ; 
whereas, the more ingenious ltali- 
ans are acquainted with poifons of 
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an initantaneous or infuperable ac. 
tivity, 

I thall {pare the reader a detai! of 
all the imaginary advantages On 
which national vanity has eye 
prided itfelf, indicating Only fuch 
as are moit Seiki ing and 1M portant, 
and throw a no lefs brilliant lug tre on 
the honour of a nation, than what 
the French arms receive from 2 De. 
neral’s having a dozen or two of 
cooks in his {uite, and an hundred 
difhes daily ferved up to his table,

‘The firft bufinefs of the queen, 
after the death of the king, was to 
renew her intrigues againit Henry 
Pafions which itifle the fentiments 
of nature, know no laws. ‘This un- 
natural mother raifed a party for 
young Robert; whom fhe made 
rave the flandard of rebellion againit 
the fame brother who had been his 
friend ‘Lhe king, encompatied with 
perils, ew to che duke ot Norman- 
dy: with the fuccours which he re- 
ceived from thence, he diflipated the 
feditious, forced the Queen to iue for 
peace, foreave generoully hts bro- 
ther, and ceded {}u: oun dy to him 
Several other expeditions, in the 
heart of the kingdom, are proofs of 
his refolution and courage 

‘Interett very foon made him for- 
pet the obligation he had to the 
duke of Normandy. Robert ihe 
Devil (that was his name) was deti- 
rous Of making ay primage to the 
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Holy Land; the fathionable devo- 
tion of the tumes; wiuch was looked 
on as the mot efhicacious penance, 
and which had led many more Nor- 
Mans to it, as they had drawn from 
it both profit and glory. Forty of 
their countrymen, in their return 
trom this pilgrimage in 1003, had 
faved Salerna, when che Saracens 
were On the pont ot overrunning it. 
Ocher Normans, more e{pecially the 
fon of Lancred of j auteville, ant- 
mated by this expioit, threw him- 
felf on Italy , and tounded the king- 
dom of Naples and “icily. Such 
inroads became very inte refting ior 
Normandy ; befides that it is of en 
a futficient reahen for eflablithing an 
extraordinary cuilom, that it has 
been begun. The nobii ity, never- 
thelefs, exerted themfelves | o diffuade 
Robert the Devil trom fo dangerous 
an enterprizé, tie had only one na- 
tural jon, firnamed at firft the Batlard, 
and afterwards the Conqueror. He 
declared him his fuccedflor, alluring 
him of the protection of the king; 
he then made his journey to Jerufa- 
lem, and died on hs return home. 
Henry made no {cruple of attacking 
the young William, and, declaring 
himielf for a rebel, armed againit, 
him. ‘The French were thrice 
beaten, and the Norman Prince 
fixed in his D minions; of which 
we fhall fee how worthy he proved. 
Vhe bad health of the ky. ¢ re- 
quired the precaution or crowning 
his eldeit fon Phil tp : having aflen- 
bled the teal the abbots. and the 
novices, he detired them to acknow- 
ledye, as his fuccetior, this prince 
of ieven Years old, and wo Ca ke the 
Oath of fidela.y LO him; to which 
they all joytuily confenred. As the 
aflembly was held at Rhcims, the 
archbiuthop of chat city took ade 


vanrage of thts occafion t» trengrhen 


his privileges [ie endeavoured (in 
along difcourfe) to prove, taat the 
right | 7 anoint! np he kings of 
France, belonged to his fee, by the 
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decree of pope Hormifdas, in the 
time of Clovis; a chimerical de- 
cree, according to the remark of the 
abbé Velly, fince it 1s certain, that 
the ceremony of anointing was un- 
known during the firft line. In thus 
tracing things to their fource, we 
find that the greateft part of what 
are called prerogatives, are founded 
rather on ancient cuftom, than on 
ancient title. Henry died a few 
years after the coronation. He had 
married for his fecond wife, the 
daughter of the king of Ruflia. The 
fear of ecclefiaftical quarrels, deter- 
mined him (with reafon) to feek fo 
diftant an alliance; as it was forbid- 
den to marry arelation, as far as the 
feventh deeree ; which made an in- 
finite toe. ve of impediments to 
marriage, and often rendered thofe 
engagements fooneft broken, which 
ought to be moft durable. 

‘ Under this reign was eftablithed, 
what is commonly called, the Truce 
of our Lord, in 1041. France was 
full of caftles, where the pooreit 
lords were tyrants ; every one pre- 
tended to have a right of doing juf- 
tice with his own hand ; which was 
nothing lefs than a power of mur- 
der and robbery. ‘To remedy this 
diforder, a law was firft made, ‘Thar, 
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from the Saturday to the Monda 
no perfon, either monk, clerk, 
ficer, Or labourer fhoul.! attack hi 
enemy : this was followed by ‘a 
ther, which ordained, that from the 
Wedneiday evening, to the Mop. 
day morning, in remembrance of the 
laft mytleries of the life of Jefy, 
Chrift (for Gevotion mixed iti 
even with thofe atrocious manners’ 
nothing fhould be taken by force 
nor any revenge exacted for an jp. 
jury. This law was called the truce 
of our Lord; which, they faid, was 
infpired by God. What times were 
thefe; when there was no fafety by; 
on certain days of the week, and 
when it was permitted to murde 
and rob on all others!’ 

In the hiftory of the internal af. 
fairs of France the abbé Millot ap- 
pears to have adopted the mott an. 
thentic information, though where 
the honour of his country comes jn 
competition with that of England, 
he is evidently aciuated by a natural 
partiality for the former. We mut, 
however, admit his Elements of the 
hiftory of France ‘to be an ufeful 
abridgment of the fubjeét, and at 
the fame time acknowledged that 
the tranflator had done juttice to the 
work. 
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HERE never was a fovereign 
of this kingdom who was ei- 
ther glorious or happy, without av- 
pearing tenderly caretul of the 
rights of the people; nor had any 
adminiftrauon ever refpect or itabi- 
Jity that did not deierve and poifets 
their fullelt confidence. ‘lhe points 
which they rarely overlook, or for- 
give, are infringements on tleir pri- 
vileges, and perverlons of juilice. 
Je will ever be fruitlefs tor minif- 


ters, or their inftruments, to com- 
plain of faétion, while people per. 
ive government itfelf to be link 
elic, from its partial Operations to 
promote particular interefls. ‘This 
has been long clearly feen, and 4: 
openly faid, in England, in Ireland, 
in America. Thofe who affect blind- 
nefs to truths fo very glaring, may 
foon have reafon to think themlelves 
happy, if, like * Lord Wharton's 
puppies, their eyes open foon enouga

"Erbe people fee plainly, that taxes 
sre not only unequally laid, but al- 
fo, that they are generally made un- 
neceflarily burdenfome by the modes 
of collecling them: and they know 
woo for whatreafon. They are hke- 
wile perfectly well appr; ifed, that 
chere are often infamous abofes in 
the expenditure of public money. 
Minifters have long had only to atk 
for whatever they pleafed to want: 
and know that * accounts of the ap- 

lications of money pafs with little 
examination, as mere matters in 
the courfe of bufinefs. The value of 
votes of all kinds they hkewife well 
know: and feel their own infelici- 
ties increafed by facilities in accom. 
modation. ‘They always were libe- 
ral of their money for good purpo- 
fe; whether in the fupport of go- 
vernment, the defence of the king- 
dom, the encouragement of real me- 
rit, or the reward of public virtue 
or fervice. But they abhor being 
compelled to pay the wages either of 
public villany or private vice, be 
caufe that would be parting with 
their money to the injury of the {tate 
as well as of individuals. 

lt is become fafhionabie to com- 
plain of the diffolutenefs of the 
times, of the levelling of order, of 
open irreligion, and irreverence to 
laws: but fuch complaints are chief- 
ly made by thofe who appear mot 
ready to abet other kinds of abufes 
for the ferving of themfelves ; men 

who will, at the fame time, apolo- 
gize for every arbitrary ae of 
power, every partial abufe o juf- 
tice, every fpecies of official ra- 
pine, and for fervility and profti- 
tution. 
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That the times have become diffo- 
lute, has been chiefly owing to the 
practices of thofe whofe ftations are 
fuch as ferye to make their condu& 
mott influential, of whatfoever kind 
itmay be. We fee men of the cha- 
racter of Verres in flations of the 
highett truft and confidence; while 
fuch as refemble Brutus, or Cato, 
mut be fought for in obfcure life, 
from being confidered, or at leaft re- 
prefented as men who are unqualifi- 
ed for public fervice. Pliancy of 
con{cience and fervility in praétice, 
we fee, are qualities far more likely 
to advance a man’s fortune than ex- 
emplary virtue and inflexible integri- 
tv, though united with the mot 
fhining abilities. The ttrait road to 
prefe ment and honour is through 
plunder and oppreffion; to which 
protection as well as encouragement 
is often granted for the merits of re- 
folute attachment, unreferved com- 
pliance, defertion of principle, and 
even difregard to fhame. 

Among the great, practice in 
public and private life is the fame. 
All is rapine and riot. Real friend- 
fhip and focial felicity are now -no 
objects of purfuit. All fafhionable 
intercourfe confifts in confederacies 
for f{poil and power; for ruinous 
vice, or for the moftt defpicable dif- 
fipation, whether in places of pub- 
lic refort or private rendezvous. 
Sharpe rs and fcoundrels we behold 
the ailociates of nobles, while genius 
and merit are become objects of con- 
tempt. 

Where fuch examples of diffolute- 
nefs are fet in fuperior life, ought 
any practice of it to be thought fe- 
verely reproachable in the fubordi- 

nate orders of people ?

One of the well-known misfortunes of which is, that impor- 


tant accounts are become tedious in Jettling, fo that jeople much doubt if they al- 
ways are af laff fettld with the reétitude they ought. 
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Order never has, nor ever will be 
duely preferved, any where, but by 
apparent dignity and rectitude of 
conduct in thofe who govern and 
have precedence. Men of fortune, 
mapiltrate:, judges, prelates, nobles, 
nay fenates and even kings,owe alike 
to themfelves and fociety the merit- 
ing of refpect by their concuét: it 
is not otherwife their due, nor ever 
was, or waillit be really paid them in 
any country of the world Men can- 
not venerate thofe whom they {fee 
Caufe to cenfure: nor are they to be 
Jong kept in awe of fuch as they 
have reafon to abhor. They will 
foon learn to think, and even fay, 
with the poet, 

‘““ Worth makes the man, and 

want of it the fellow: 

‘¢' The reft is all but leather and 

prunella. 

Nothing can be more common 
than to behold a fcoul of contempt 
glanced from the indignant eye of 
an honeft peafant on a worthlefs man 
of rank: and wherever deferved, 
there can be no good man who will 
not own it is meritorioufly directed. 
Had the folly and guilt even of 
kings been deemed uncenfurable, 
nay unpunifhabie, we fhould not 
venerate, but deteft the names of 
Junius Brutus and Timoleon ;_ nor 
would the auguft family of our pre- 
fent gracious “Sov ereion have, proba- 
bly, ever become feated on the 


throne of thefe kingdoms ; nay g 
indeed thofe of mot princes now, 
not only of Europe, but the whol. 
world. What ought to be unde. 
ttood of the dillinguifhing appellagi. 
ons of mott facred, moi excellen: 
moft illufirious, moit noble, mio 
reverend, moit honourable, righ 
honourable, right reverend, honoy,. 
able, reverend, or worthipful, by: 
an implied correfpondence therewith 
in life, conduct and charaéer; 
Wherever practice appears the re. 
verfe of ftile, the appellation yj) 
juttly be confidered as no other thay 
a fligmatizing reproach, or elevai. 
On in infamy. Diforderly, howe. 
ver, as many may affect to reprefen 
the times we live in to be, we might 
fafely affert, it would be dificult to 
produce a fingle inftance of grea 
public difrefpeét thewn by the peo. 
ple of this country to any man who 
had not, by his conduct, much de. 
ferved it. Public opinion is, how. 
ever, liable to be miiled by artifice: 
but then error can no fooner be dif. 
covered than indignation will be. 
come transferred to the propagator 
of it. ‘The facrifice of order is, 
therefore, commonly made by tho 
who moft complain ‘of its violation. 
Let men but fo act as always to ce. 
ferve re{fpect, and they may depend 
on their finding it very readily paid

On the other hand, the auftere 
haughtinefs the paflion for ams 
fpired them with, made them 
believe it unworthy of them to 
mingle other laurels with thofe they 
had caiually gathered in perilous ad- 
ventures. Letters had not then even 
any attractive charm, ‘Their fub- 
blimeft productions were nothing 
more than chronicles of romance, 
legends of chivalry full of a falfe 
marvellous; and, if we except fome 
folitaries, tormented by their {late 
of inactivity, fet®devoted themfelves 
tothis kind of fludy. 

The number of the literati became 
reater, when Beflarion, [afcaris, 
and feveral other Greeks, by bring- 
ing us good models, had difcovered 
to us the fources of good taite. But, 
as, to — it, it was necefiary to 
begin by fludying unknown rules, 
by collating paflages, by knowing 
the propriety of terms, by learning 
toconiiruct and adjuit phrafes, and 
by deficning before an attempt was 
made to pgint or reprefent, many of 
our forefathers, through a itill inhe- 
rent Gothic infenfibility, were dif- 
gulled at thefe minute details, tho’ 
neceflary ; and, if we except the 
few that feemed directed in the’ r at 
tachment to them by a fort of 1n- 
tint, the generality little prized 
the fine day that was going to dawn 
Othem. They faw but a glimmer- 
ing twilight, «nd had a difficulty to 
ditiinouiih it from the preceding 
hades of night, which perhaps they 
fil] regret ted. 

It was not till long after, and a 
bout the beginning of the fixteenth 
century, that, in the growth of that 
happy day, the value of the fine arts 
tood confeffed, and they were the 
more chedehed as they made a pro- 
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grefs towards perfection in a lefs flow 
and lefs timid pace. 

"Twas then lkewife, that, in or- 
der to forward their fuccefs, fome 


were earneft in tracing the fources of 


whatever was good, true, and beau- 
tiful ; in difcovering the germs and 
progr reflion of ideas; in_ ttudying 
their analogy and relations; in 
learning to combine and_ nurture 
them by each other, and in giving 
them, by this concatenation, ag at 
were, more iirength and luttre, than 
they received from an imagination 
accullomed to heap them together 
without choice and without order. 
ic was then that genius dared to dart 
forth from the boundaries of art into 
the bofom of nature, the better to 
catch at and hold her faft; 1t was 
then to the delineations of the cray- 
on, which had been too long its oc- 
Cupation, it joined the graces of co- 
louring, and all the energy of a pen- 
cil replete with life and warmth. 

We mutt, however, acknowledge, 
that, notwithtlanding the high re- 
putation letters at lait arrived at, 
they were neither prized, nor culti- 
vated fo generally as now a-days. 
Grandeur and opulence ftill looked 
down on them with dif{dain, The 
Meecenas’s that had a tafte for them 
were rare; andthe Aucguttus’s, whole 
victories they celebrated. {mailed on 
them but curforily. 

lc is not fonow. Homage is ren- 
dered to them, even in places where 
betore they had neither worthip nor 
altars. Sacriuces are offered to them 
in palaces, in the Pac in the 

mid tt of can IPs, and on Ic thro ne, 
Ei very day, m the moitt brilliant cir, 
cles, they level conditions in {pite 
of the oftentation of dignities and 
pride of birth. One might fay that 
wit is become for us 2 fecond man- 
ner of exilience and fruition; and 
as, in‘ the times of ancient Greece, 
they philofophifed in gardens, un- 
der porticoes, 1m bat hs, and at pub- 
lic feafts ; fo now nothing 1s fo much

{poken of every-where as knowledge 
and literature; and, if fome love 
them by choice, others-pique them- 
felves on the fame account, becaufe 
they are fafhionable, ‘Thus many 
aie feen, who have fcarce wiped a- 
way the duit of Schools and Univer- 
fities, to erect the ftandard of the 
fine wit and critic, and who, not 
yet capable of claiming any exiitence 
from themielves, would tain write 
and reaion to be thought fuch. 

Hience that inundation of works 
of all iorts we are conftantly over- 
whelmed with; but how great the 
fcarcity in this abundance! Wit is 
more diffufed, yet appears not to 
have gained more jurface but at the 
expence of its depth and folidity. 
.xcept fome works of Natural Hif- 
tory, | olitics, and Commerce, that 
do honour to our age, what are moft 
of thole we call works of wit? And 
whac dit.erence 1s there between the 
modern productions and thofe of our 
Immediate ancettors ? 

Not but we have, as they, inven- 
tion, order, fentiment, elevation, 
exactnels ; but ftill, as longing af- 
ter the manner of Gothic builders, 
we choofe toereétour fabrics in that 
talte, lavifhinge ornaments which 
they difpenfed with wife @conomy. 
Qur thoughts rather impote by a 
falle brilliancy, than are commend- 
able for being true; or, if they have 
t'e fanction of truth, we fpoil their 
force by prefuming we fhali be able 
to re-touch them into a fairer fhape. 
‘Yo maiculine and natural beauues 
we prefer Ingenious parsdoxes, illu- 
minated portraits, fports and flafhes 
Of Wit, notions, of which the fine- 
nefs degenerates into dudied fubtle- 
ties, and which no otherwife furprife 
but by leaving us to evefs at what 1s 
not exprefled, Cour predeceifors 
ideas had nerves and ilreneth ; ours 
have buta littl more carnation and 
colouring. In fhort, a tatte for re- 
finement now Clogs the venius, and 
our art 1s meagre by being over-po- 
hithed, 


Whence therefore does it happen 
that, with all our efteem and loys 
for letters, they have not yet had 
among us the fuccefs that  thonld 
have been rationally expeé 
is eafily accounted for by 
our falling infentibly from follow}, 
nature univerially ; fo that, feldom 
painted as fhe is, the is tran{mitted 
to our fancies loaded with the deco. 
rations of a ‘ haut gout ;’ or is made 
to receive the impreflion of a carica. 
tura of deformity ; or fhe is placed 
ina very ridiculous light; or, jp 
fine, fhe is tranimuted into fome 
aerial entity hy the interpofition of 
magi¢ {pells and marvellous inchant. 
Truth then mutt of courfe 
be deferted, and probability {acri. 
ficed ; and anothe#confequence wil] 
occur in the blind prefumption of 
our pretenders to good tafte, who 
{uppofe themfelves poffefied of ta. 
Jents they have not, and very often 
talents little analogous to the cha- 
racler of wit they have received from 


indeed, 


ment, 


nature. 


It is true, that this prefumption 
has been pretty common at all times, 
but fcarce ever more than at prefent, 
Tis true alfo, that nothing is more 
contrary to the advancement of the 
fine arts, than a difcouraging tim- 
dity, and that talents muit remain 
torpid, without a fort of confidence 
giving hopes of fuccefs ; yet it will 
be granted that this confidence ought 
to be rational, and not to degenerate 
into an intrepidity of conceit. Let us 
indules our connoiffeurs with a lit- 
tle pretumption, enough perhaps to 
excite them to labour, 
them more eafily endure its trouble; 
but let us be aware of authorifing in 
them a felf love, 
every thing and goes aftray, and 
which, ftuggling again{t nature, 
prides itfelf ineffectually in talents 
fhe has not given, and, by the fin- 
gularity of overitrained productions, 
corrupts tatte, perverts rules, anc 
becomes one of the greateit obitacles 
to the progrefs of true wit. 
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Might it not be faid that a ftriking 
gmilarity takes place between our 
literati and fome warriors, whofe va- 
lour degenerates into temerity ; and 
that it is not lefs common with the 
former to confign themfelves over to 
fudies fuperior to their talents, than 
it is with the latter to defire to fig- 
nalife themfelves by exploits beyond 
their abilities ? But which ought we 
to repute the more blameable, the 
fientific Gentleman, who, unac- 
quainted with the limits of his ge- 
nius, | ts it foar to a dangerous, if 
not fruitlefs pitch ; or the military 
man, whole boldnefs, however in- 
confiderate, 1s, notwithftanding, 
fometimes fortunate, either by the 
excefs he has carried it to, or by the 
addrefs he calls to the affittance of 
his mad folly ? The anfwer is obvi- 
ous. 

In a collateral point of view, we 
find that mott of thofe, to whom on- 
ly the flighter graces of wit have 
been delegated, arrogate to them- 
felves all the penetration and depth 
of the man of genius. So the pla- 
giary, circum{cribed by the fole ta- 
lent of copying and compiling, ar- 
rogates to himfelf the merit of the 
creative genius: Like unto a flower 
which cold northern blaits keep clof- 
ed, he believes he fhall blow and 
expand by the firit rays of the fun 
that enlighten without warming him. 
How many orators are there, who, 
knowing only the arrangement of 
fome great words, capable of filling 
the ears with founds as vain and as 
empty as thofe Juno gives in the 
Aneid to the phantom of £neas, 
alpire to the quality of thofe au- 
thors, whofe works, the more ad- 
mirable as they appear lefs laboured, 
fhew the original genius, who thinks 
but as he feels, and is only indebted 
tothe jaftnefs and fprightlinefs of 
his ideas for the force and delicacy, 
the boldnefs and dignity of his ex- 
preflions, 

But at any rate it muft be faid, 
and we cannot help obferving it to 
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be fo, that a partition is made, and 
that every wit has its diitinctive 
form. Ie is in all men that thing 
what the phyfiognomy and diverfity 
of features are to faces; and, as this 
variety is remarkable in faces that 
nearly refembie one another, {fo alfo 
it is in minds, What thould we think 
of a Corregio, who, deligning to 
paint the infantile fports of Cupids, 
or the gaiety of the god of vintage, 
fhould have adopted the grand man- 
ner of a Michael Angelo, or a Ru- 
bens ? What fhould we fay of a ‘T1- 
tian, who, in his noble and bold 
negligences, fhould have pretended 
to fubject himfelf to the fcrupulous 
regularity of a Carlino Dolci? Do 
we believe that a Fontaine would 
ever have had the reputation he ac- 
quired, if, to his ingenious delicacy, 
he had added the grand motions, the 
force, and the fublimity of Cor- 
neille? And would not Corneille 
have degraded himfelf, if, to the 
pompous energy of his ftyle, he had 
fubitituted the franknefs and fimpli- 
city of the language Fontaine gave to 
animals ? 

lt is with talents as with tattes, 
which, all almoft different, are alfo 
almoft all incompatible. Rarely a 
brifk and light imagination 1s found 
joined with a ripe and profouad 
judgment. Rarely in the fame mind 
we fee precifion accompanied by fe- 
cundity, force by delicacy, referv- 
edneis by boldnefs, noblenefs by 
fimplicity. ‘lhe reafon 1s obvious. 
Too much uniformity would reign 
in the world, if its beauties were 
not dittinct and feparate, ‘There 
muft be eflentially contralts ; it 1s 
neceflary that by a variety of adum- 
brations, and a progreflion of won- 
ders, the whole thould become more 
agreeable, and confequently more 
fenfible and affecting. Without 
thefe gradations, often quite perfeét 
in themfelves, and only approach- 
ing each other by their extremes, 
there would be no order in the world, 
as every thing would be upon a par ; 
nor 
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nor tafte, as no choice could be 
made. Hence thofe different groups 
of wits and geniufes which necefla- 
rily make a part in the fublime re- 
gulation of the world, and which 
more neceflarily ftill have among 
them attitudes, a character, an ex- 
preiiion, and nothing common but 
the mice chain that links them for 
the perfection of the whole work. 
Let every one therefore remain 
where nature has placed him. Let 
us refpeét the fublime intelligence 
that reigns in the moit grand and 
the moit magnificent piéture that 
ever was. What a ridiculous diffo- 
nancy muil not we fee, if, being 
able to difplace the order of the 
ground-work and details, of the lights 
and the fhades, thofe perfonages 
who fly back and feem to difappear 
in it, fhould exhibit themfelves on 
more advanced plans, and we fhould 
tranfmit to their place fuch as are 
appropriated for receiving the great- 
eft illuitrations of light ? What Na- 
ture cannot effe@t herilelf, we, how- 
ever, attempt; and, though the 
moit accurate defign may have paiff- 
ed out of our hands, we make it un- 
woithy of the infallible juftne‘’s of 


‘her views, and the wile correction of 


her pencil. 

Need we now be jurpriied at the 
decay of letters in an age like ours, 
when Nature and Trath are made 
to affect what is tirange and prepot 
terous, and when thefe who fet up 
lor wits, fancying contiant!y in them 
felves many precious gitts others 


cannot fee inthem, belive them- 


felves formed iminediately for every 
thing it is their humour to under- 
take. ‘lo pais in review our pre- 
fumption, one may fay that talents, 
tormerly forare, fly to our embraces, 
and leave us nothing more to rd our- 
felves of but the embarraiiment of 
choice and preference, 

Hence fo many frivolous pieces, 
fo many lame produétions, fo many 
works feaice fketched our, wherein 
nothing is deen but phofphorutes of 
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wit, emitting a cold and lifes, 
light, and, as Horace fays, vain ef. 
forts without genius: * Studium fine 
divite vena.’ 

It may be improper to defcan: 
here on many of our mott efieeme: 
works. In ifome of our hittorians 
are found a profufe painting of mag. 
ners, but not a fufiiciency of fe. 
fearches; feveral ufelefs and unne. 
ceflary maxims, and few 1M DOrtant 
facts; a number of epifodes, dj. 
greflions, and things foreign to the 
jubject,which approaching, yet with. 
out connection, refiit the art of trap. 
fitions, or make it too Jentible from 
their dithculzy of being INCOrporat. 
ed, Inftead of witneiles that de. 
pofe, we fee in thefe hiltorians pbj. 
lofophers making elaborate diflerta 
tions, and whole defultory and ip. 
terfected ityle, and yet not conci( 
is but an elegant and amuting kind 
of chit-chat, neither affecting nor 
intereiling. 

In our novels and romances (for 
here it is Our age triumphs) we can- 
not, indeed, obferve as formerly, in 
Cleha, Cyrus, and Caffandra, the 
impertinent legends of a falfe he- 
roiim in love; but in a texture of 
fictions, rather too free, or of ad- 
ventures, rather too common, we 
find either a gallantry without fhame, 
or a tendernefs operated upon toa 
chemical quinteflence ; we find ei- 
ther the effrontery of a corrupt mind 
in delicate fibertinifin, and there- 
fore more dangerous ; or the meia 
phyucal cobwebs of fenuments ofa 
heart diffeéted to the leatt fibres. 

Let us not likewife Ciflemble what 
has been taid before wus, and what 
fume of our contemporary artills will 
themfelves acknowledge ; let us not 
diffemble how nearly our age bor- 
ders upon the likene/s of that of Le 
can, the two Seneca’s, and Plany 
the younger, when the genius o 
Varro, Livy, Horace, and Virgil, 
being no longer the taite, as per 
haps then not attainable, they tut- 


ed to court wit, which alone - 0 
ittle 
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little fignificancy; and their whole 
ride was to fhew it, becaufe they 
could do fo without many efforts, 
and without much ftudy. ’Twas 
then for the firtt time, fince the reign 
of Auguitus, that they pretended to 
replace the energetic language of 
fentiment by a hard-twiited delicacy, 
by a fententious tone, by epigram- 
matic falls, by a ftyle heavily poif- 
ed, infhort, by a laboured and af- 
fected elegance. 

In Queen Anne’s reign our tafte 
was good, and it was enough to be 
fenfible of it without entering into a 
vain difeuffion of rules: Now, tho’ 
it may appear more delicate, it falls 
far fhort of its excellency. Then 
flowers were gathered in their native 
foil, now they feem fought after, 
on the tops of precipices. ‘The fpe- 
cies are confounded or unnaturalif- 
ed. The force of reafoning is re- 
placed by elegance of ftyle ; pathe 
tic emotions, by regularity of de- 
fign ; the noble boldnefs of images, 
by the nicety of details. An arbi 
trary talte ingenders nothing better 
than monilers. Eloquence affumes 
the air of a differtation ; differtition 
the pithy tone of eloquence ; profe, 
as that of Eumolpus in Petronius, 
borrows the luitre and harmony of 
veries; verfes imitate the uniform 
progreilion of profe: ‘Tragedy lays 
down and inculcates maxims, but is 
far from exciting pity or horror ; 
Comedy 1s become ferious, and would 
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eldeft fon of Francis Blake De- 
laval, Efg; of Seaton Delaval, in 
Northumberland. He was remarka- 
bly tall, and well .made, of a fair 
complexion, with fine light hatr. 
Very early in life he appeared upon 
the horizon of gaiety. [is figure 
being remarkably attractive, and 
having an uncommon tafte in drefs, 
he was foon diftinguithed by the la- 
dies as a fine fellow. He hada va- 
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draw tears from us; entertainments 
are a fort of fairy-land, or would 
fcare and alftonifh us by witchcraft, 
magic, and diabolical incantations ; 
hiftory gives into the marvellous 
cloathed with all the fplendor of epic 
phrate. In fine, art is difcovered, 
where it ought to lie concealed ; it 
is embellifhed, where it ought to be 
fimplifed; moft things are thrown 
into diforder: Nature muft not be 
followed, but held out to grotefque 
mumnickry ; and, as Horace faidon a 
fimilar occafion, the mott probable 
way Of pleating will be to

’Tis therefore our pretended con- 
noiffeurs, by their ridiculous fuffici- 
ency, that firft contributed to cor- 
rupt our taite. ‘hey cannot be ap- 
prehenfive, that the tribe of igno- 
rant cenfors, to whom their fenti- 
ments are as invariable rules, will 
oblige them to alter their way of 
thinking or acting ; but let them re- 
member that it is amiable fimplicity 
that has always been held as the 
principal of graces; that nature, as 
before obferved, fhould be univer- 
fully ftudied and copied ; and~ that 
Apollo, the Deity, fuppofed by the 
ancient Greeks to piefide over the 
fine arts, always confecrates his lyre 
to truth.

riety Of tranfient amours upon his 
hands before his conne&tion with 
Miis R——h, who then relided in 
Poland -ftreet, Scho, This lady, who 
was as remarkably beautiful tora wo- 
man as Frank was for a man, feemed 
predeitined to unite in a happy unt- 
on with him.

It is irrevocably 
fixed by fate that man is to be a 
hufband.” Her lady{hip atked go 
more queflions, but refolved not to 
fail being in the park the day the 
conjurer had mentioned. Delaval 
appeared drefled precifely as defcrib. 
ed, bowed, joined, and in three days 
married her ladytfhip. 

Frank’s finances being thus am. 
ply recruited, joy and fellivity reigns 
ed in the hotel of Mifs R h, 
His imagination was perpetually at 
work to invent new patiimes out of 
the common track of amufements, 
Among many others he refolved to 
give a play, in which his. friends 
were to perform the different parts, 
Othello was the tragedy fixed upon, 
which chara@er he himmtelf propoted 
to fill. He defigned Mails ii ——h 
thould perform Deidemona, but he 
declined it, and her fitter, Mr. 
Q- me, acted it with great {pi- 
ric and judgment. His brother, Sir 
John, did lago beyond exporanm 
Mr. Macklin had the caiting of the 
parts, aud ‘was appointed initractor 
of the young tragedians Mr. De- 
laval propofed hiring the Operas 
houfe; but Mr. Garrick hearing of 
his defign, politely complin mented 


him with Drury-lane theatre, and 
the 
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the wardrobe. Such an exhibition 
was probably never before feen in 
Rerope. ‘Tickets were delivered to 
ys many as could conveniently fill 
the houfe, without fpecifying any 
articular place ; fo that the fhilling 
allery was as much crowded with 
nobility as the boxes ; lars fhone a- 
mong the gods, and ribands were 
peeping Out Of the fips. The ftreets 
contiguous to the theatre were fo 
cowded with carriages, that the 
greateft part of the audience, to ob- 
win places in time, quitted their 
coaches ata great diftance, and were 
fen walking full dreffed through 
the crowd. In a word, there was 
the moft fplendid appearance of no- 
bility ever feen in a theatre ; and fo 
anxious were the polite world to be 
refent, that ten guineas were offer- 
edand refufed for a ticket. 

As Frank’s marriage with lady 
P——t was entirely with a view of 
repairing his fortune, it cannot be 
fuppofed he had any great attach- 
mentto her ladyfhip. Indeed, the 
difparity of their years might have 
been a fufhicient plea for his infide- 
lity, if the difproportion of fixty and 
twenty-four can be admitted as fuch. 
A divorce in the commons foon took 
place, by mutual confent, it being 
agreed that her ladyfhip fhould be 
cerected in bed with capt.

Letitnot be imagined that all his 
“tention was fixed upon Mifs R—h. 
‘here appeared at one time in this 
rain of sultanas, Mifs R h, 
Mrs, Se——t (now Mrs, Lef-——m) 
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and Mifs P—r (now Mrs Th—pfon) 
befides feveral lefs oftenfible Dulci- 
neas. His affair with Mifs C-tl-y is 
too well known, and need not be re- 
peated here. 

Notwithitanding his frequent in- 
fidelities, he was {till attached to 
Mifs R——h; but his defires being 
at lait palled by enjoyment, and the 
violence of her temper, he freely re- 
figned her to lord P——~y Her 
marriage with Sir Henry E n, a 
weak, good natured young man, 
made her almott forget her foibles 
and intrigues, ull a feparation re- 
placed her in the full meridian of 
gallantry. 

About tnis period he went a vo- 
lunteer on board the fleet deftined 
to make a defcent at St. Cas; and 
upon this occafion diflinguifhed him- 
felf for his valour and intiepidity. 
It was faid, that he was fo eager to 
difplay his courage and refolution, 
that he leaped from the boat at the 
diftance of half a mile, and fwam on 
fhore, to be the firit on French 








ground. 


Upon his return he was created a 
knight of the Bath, and it muft be 
acknowledged he was one of the 
finelt figures of all the knights of 
that order. He reprefented the bo- 
rough of Andover, in the laft par- 
liament: and it is faid, he obtained 
his election by avery fingular maneu- 
vre. He got a culverin, and at the 
time of polling, he dilcharged five 
hundred guineas, which flying a- 
mong the voters, foon determined 
their choice. This might literally 
be called bombarding the town, and 
taking it by furprite, 

‘Thefe and other expenfive pro- 
ceedings greatly injured his fortune, 
which, upon the death of his father, 
was fuppofed to be about goool. a 
year.

fuant to the faid warrant, by which, 
Jirit, a college is appointed to bee- 
rected, to be the mother of an uni- 
verlity in a certain place called All- 
hallowes near Dublin, for the educa- 
tion, inttitution, and initruct 
youth in arts and facultic 
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177%: 
three firft fcholars in the name of 
more sthly, That the faid provott, 
fellows and {cholars, and their fuc- 
ceflors for ever, be a body politick 
and co porate by the name of pio- 
yoit, fellows and ichola:s of the col- 
lege of the Holy Trinity, founded 
by queen Elizabeth, near Dublin, 
and that they and their fucceffors 
be by that name capable to purchate, 
take, and poffefs any manors, lands, 
tenements Or hereditaments to them 
or their fucceffors for ever,either from 
the Queen, her heirs and {fucceflors, 
or from any other perfon for their 
fupport and maintenance, to the 
yearly value of 4001. notwithitand- 
ing any ftatutes of mortmain, (fo as 
‘fuch lands be not held of the crown 
immediately in capite, in demefne or 
fervice) and that they may fue and 
be fue/, implead or be impleaded, 
by fuch name in all caufes and aéti- 
ons, real, perfona]l, and mixed, in 
all courts temporal or fpiritual in 
Ireland, or elfewhere ; and further, 
that they have a common feal for 
tranfadting their bufinefs. 6thly, 
That upon a vacancy of the provott- 
fhin either by death, departure, re- 
fignation, deprivation or otherwife, 
that the furviving fellows and their 
fucceffors, or the major part of them, 
may elect another fit provoit within 
three months after fuch vacancy. In 
the fame manner upon a vacancy 
of any fellow or {cholar, the provoft 
and the furviving fellows, or the 
major part of them, may elect one 
to fucceed within two months after 
luch vacancy. 7thly, That the pro- 
voltand fellows of the faid college 
may make and conflitute laws and 
fiatutes from time to time for the 
better government of their body, 
and may choofe fuch out of the fta- 
tutes of Oxford or Cambridge, as 
they fhall judge proper for their 
purpofe, and efpecially, that no bo- 
dy elfe fhould profefs or teach the 
liberal arts in any other place‘in Ire- 
land, without the queen’s fpecial 
licenfe. 8thly, That the ftudents in 
this college may have the power of 
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obtaining the degrees of bachelors, 
matters and doétors in all arts and 
faculties in a proper time from their 
admiffion. Provided, that when the 
fellows thereof fhould compleat fe- 
ven years in their office, from the 
time of their taking the degrees of 
mafters of arts, that then they be 
difplaced from their fellowthips, and 
others be elected in their room for 
the benefit of the kingdom and 
church. gthly, William Cecil, ba- 
ron of Burghley, lord treafurer of 
England, being appointed by the 
atent the firit chancellor, it was 
provided that, for the time to come, 
the provott and the major part of 
the fellows fhould have the election 
of a chancellor, which chancellor 
or his vice chancellor, together with 
the archbifhop of Dublin, the bi- 
fhop of Meath, the vice-treafurér, 
treafurer at war, chief juftice of the 
chief place in Ireland, and the 
mayor of the city of Dublin, all for 
the time being, or the major part of 
them, who thall be called wifters, 
fhall determine all ftrifes, actions 
and controverfies arifing in the col- 
lege, which the provoit and the ma- 
jor part of the fellows cannot com- 
pofe, and fhall have power to cor- 
rect and punith all the more grievous 
Offences, which fhall be left un- 
punithed by the provoft and fellows. 
1othly, ‘hat for obtaining all de- 
grees among themielves, they have 
liberty of performing all acts of 
{cholaftick exercifes in fuch manner 
as the provoit and the major part of 
the fellows fhall think proper, and for 
that purpofe may eleét all neceflary 
ofhcers, whether vice-chancellor, 
proctor, or proctors: trithly, The 
queen’s fubjects and officers had 1all 
liberty to grant fuch aids for the 
better conflituting, maintaining and 
{upporting the faid college, as they 
fhould think proper. And, tathly, 
That all the goods, chattles, lands, 
tenements and hereditaments belong: 
ing to the provoft, fellows, and 
{cholars of the faid college, fhould 
for ever after be exempted from al! 
burdens, 
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burdens, taxes, tallages, ceffes, fub- 
fidies, exactions, compofitions and 
demands whatfoever, either in time 
of war or peace. 

To provide a fund for forward- 
ing the buildings, and other n:cei- 
fary charges attending this infant 
fociety, on the iith of March, sgt, 
the lord deputy Fitz-Wailliams, and 
the privy council, iffued circular 
letters to fome principal gentleman 
in each barony of the kingdom, to 
intreat the benevolence of the well- 
difpofed inhabitants in the following 
form.

In the fame form fome {pecial per- 
fons were deputed in every barony 
of the kingdom, with a lit or book 
annexed of the names of perfons 
proper to be applied to. What this 
method produced does not appear ; 
but, if we may judge by the return 
made by Robert Taatie to the before 
recited warrant, the fum was very 
(mall. For he fays, ** that he had 
“applied to all the gentlemen of 
“the barony of Louth, whole an- 
“ {wer was, that they were poor, and 
“not able to give any thing to- 
“wards the building of the college.” 

However the work proceeded V1- 
poroully ; ‘Lhomas Smith, mayor 
of Dublin, on the 13th of March 
thefame year, laid the firft tlone of 
the building, and on the gth of 
January, 1593, the firil ftudents were 
admitted into it. Yet as the queen’s 
endowment lay in Uliter, the rebel- 
lion of ‘I’yrone, in the latter end of 
her majelty’s reign, put a ftop to all 
receipts of the income of that body, 
and was very near putting a final 
period to it, if the itate had not 
lasen it into their immediate care 
and protection. Archbithop Loftus, 
vho had been a great intlrument in 
the irit foundation, was one of the 
lords juflices in 1597 and 598, in 
conjunction with Sir Robert Gardi- 
uer, chief jultice of the queen’s 
~~ Thefe lords jultices, ‘in 
“iegard of the decay of the reve- 
the coilege in thofe times 
of rebellion, and as the fame was

*¢ jefty’s army ;”’ and the earl-of Ef- 
fex, lord lieutenant in 1599, recit- 
ing the faid grant, by concordatum 
dated the 3d of May that year, con- 
tinued the fame during pleafure, and 
ordered the concordatum of gol. a 
year to be paid quarterly, and the 
dead payes, amounting to sl. 12s. 
a month, to be paid monthly, In 
November the fame year, archbifhop 
Loftus and Sir George Carey being 
then lords juitices, the fellows and 
corporation of the college petitioned 
them for ‘* prefent relief, fetting 
‘* torth the utter decay of the college- 
‘‘rentsin the then general revolt, 
‘whereby they were fallen into 
‘* great want, and not able to hold 
‘‘ their fociety together.”” Upon 
which petition they obtained a 
warrant on the 3oth of that month 
for the payment of 40s. a week out 
of the entertainment appointed for 
a canoneer, to continue till the vice- 
treafurer fhould receive warrant to 
my contrary. On the 2gth of Janua- 
following, the lords juilices and 
eed iffued another concordatum 
in behalf of the college, reciting, 
‘* that for as muchas by feveral lords 
‘deputies, lords juttices, and. the 
‘¢Jate lord-leutenant, there had 
‘*been granted to the provoft and 
‘‘fome of the fellows of Trinity- 
‘¢ college near Dublin, a concorda-

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them. By the new charter the vifi- 
ters were reltrained to the chancellor 
ot his vice chancellor, and the arch- 
bithop of Dublin. Although the pro- 
vifion for both fellows and fcholars 
was originally finall, at prefent the 
fund for their fupport, by means of 
bequefts, is confiderable, particular- 
ly the fellows, who are better ap- 
pointed, perhaps, than any untvertity 
teachers inthe world ; indeed for the 
beit reafon, as the election falls on 
none but fuch as have acquitted them- 
lelves with fuperior excellence at a 
mott fevere trial of literary tkiil. The 
number fixed at prefent of fellowthips 
Is twenty-two, feven fenior and fif- 
teen junior. ‘There are befides five 
royal profefforthips, viz. Divinity, 
Common Law, Civil Law, Phyfick, 
and Greek, and three, according to 
the will of fir Patrick Dun, ies 
M.D. viz. Theory and Praétice of 
Phytic, Chirurgery and Midwifery, 
Pharmacy and the Materia Medica ; 
as alfo profeflors, viz. Mathematicks, 
Oriental Tongues, Oratory, Hittory, 
and Natural Philofophy. Many are 
the finall exhibitions, &c. in this uni- 
verfity, for the encouragement of 
youth ia the courte of their ftudies; 
for a great proportion of which, as 
well as for the five lait-mentioned 
protefforthips, this learned body ftands 
indebted to the bounty ot Erafmus 
Smith, efq; of whofe public (pirited 
and humane difpolition, many other 
monuments are to be found. ‘The 
number of fludents is generally ae 
bout 400. 

As to the ftru€ture, it is, without 
queltion the nobleft of the kind in 
Kurope, carrying with it more the ap~ 
pearance of a royal manfion, than a 
number of collegiate cells; extendin 
in front above 300 feet, built of Port- 
land ftone. ‘The library, which takes 
up entirely the fouth fide of the inner 
fquare, has been the wonder of ttran- 
gers; being a mott fuperb and roomy 
apartment, happily defigned and ju- 
dicioufly executed ; in length upwards 
of two hundred feet, the gallaries of 
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which are adorned with the bufts of 
many illuftrious writers, executed in 
white marble, by the moft able matters; 
and on the fhelves are to be found a 
well cholen collection of the beit wri- 
ters on every fubject. The printing 
ofice and retectory are-well worthy 
note, being both elegant ftructures, 
built in the modern tatte. To the 


feait is the park, tor the relaxation of 


the minds of the young gentlemen atf- 
ter the fatigue ot their ttudies, and a 
bowling-green is provided for their 
amufement, at proper periods; the

Licutenant-general de Tottle- 
ben, who lately arived here from Afia, has 
met with a moft gracious reception from the 
Emprefs, That general not on y reduced in 
two campaigns, under the dominion of the 
Imperial Crown of Ruffia, the kingdoms of 
Georgia, Mingrelia, Immictte, and Guriel ;

This manitel!o concludes as follows: 

** The Sublime Porte, ever pure in her prin- 
ciples and actions, and, thanks be to God, far 
remote trom all erfidioulfnets anc unjaft pro- 
ceedings, has good reafon to be aftonithed at 
that imputation, which cannot deceive any 
who are not blinded by their prejudices. Ne- 
verthelets, fince it ts becorne neceffary to 
make known again, that Poland and ber good 
citizens, are the objects of her benevolence 
and humanity ; that the will aflitt them with 
her whole torce, and with al! the power 
which the Moit High has entrutted ber with, 
and that thefe who may have tuffered them- 
felves to be fthaken o: intimidated by malig- 
nant infiauations, ought, on the contrary, to 
rely onthe favour and clemency of his bigh- 
nets, who is the thadow of God on earth, 
and whole benevolent fectiments towaid the 
republic are, and fhall be equally uneltera- 
ble in tuture. The Sublime Porte thought it 
requifite to explain herielf on the matter by 
this Manitetto.”’
